The government of Alberta and Al-' 
bertans generally will echo (Mr. 
Hoadley’s words, ‘iwe are quite gatis< 
fied,” as they read details of the re- 
Hef agreement just concluded be- 
tween the federal and provincial gov-' 
ernments. From the viewpoint of the 
province, the $100,000 a month lump 
sum contribution toward direct re- 
Het must be regarded ag generous. It 
is very close to the average monthly 
contribution of the dominion under 
the old one-third plan, f ’ 

According ‘to figures from the pro- 
vincial . treasurer's department the 
maximum expenditure on direct re- 
lief in any one month has broughit a 
contribution of $125,000 from Ottawa. 
But the average over 12 months haa 
been considerably under that figure. 
So that the new lump sum basis 
should work out in the course of 
the next year at little less than the 
old one-third share scheme, partic- 
ularly if the province and all muni- 
cipalities exercise economy where 
feasible, . 

While it is true that relief expend- 
itures so far have not decreased to 
any marked degree, some gains. in 
employment have been noted in the 
past two months, The opening up of 
local improvement work in Edmon- 
ton, Calgary and Lethbridge, the ex- 
tension of road work by the—province 


vince. fn addition, the fixed fudget 
‘plan introduced by the dominion will 


have a tendency to make cities think 
twiee before they increase relief 
scales, for hereafter, the whole bur- 
den of suth increases is likely to fall 
on their own taxpayers. Already 
Calgary has decided that methods of 
distributing relief there should be ov- 
erhauled with qa view to effecting ec- 
onomies, Its council also hag an- 
nounced the relief scale in force for 
someé time past will be modified. 
Members of the provincial cabinet 
agree already that a lump sum..con- 
tribution by the dominion wil simp- 


lify and reduce costs. 


Mr. Hoadley ie deserving of warm 
praise for #he way in which he con- 
ducted negotiations and for their 
successful conclusion. Nor should the 
readiness of the federal cabinet to 
meastre its assistance by the prov- 
ince’s necessities be forgotten. In 
announcing the new federal policy, 
Mr. Bennett stated that additional 
help would .be given any province 
which really needed it. In the case 
of Alberta, the monthly contribution 
has been reduced but little, loans ‘o 
cities and to the province have been 
arranged, the province has been sav- 
ed some money by the dominion tak- 
ing over one loan of $646,000, at a low- 
erer interest rate, and in addition, the 
dominion will continue to operate its 
relief camps as in the past and will 
contribute to the cost of placing per- 
sons. on relief on farm and moving 
farmesr from drought areas. 

Finally, Mr. Hoadley is hopeful ‘that 
further help may be given in solving 
the problem of the disposal of live- 
stock in districts where feed is short, 
and in the larger problem of creating 
new settlements for those who have 
failed owing to drought and soil- 
drifting. H

in Crop Test 


Phone 70 ¥ 
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Competition at Ex. Station 


Condor farmers produced the best 
Brade of wheat out of 13 districts 
represented in the field crop testing 
plan carried owt at the Lacombe do- 
minion experimental station, it was 
revealed Wednesday when judging 
was completed by government agri- 
cultural officials. Some 50 farmers 
attended the field day which climax- 
ed the crop-testing plan carried out 
by three grain companies in .co-oper- 
ation with the experimental farm. 

A total of 288 fatmere was repres- 
ented in the experimental plots of 
wheat consisting of 20 rows to each 
district. The wheat for the growing 
test was taken by agents of the three 
companies at random from the farm- 
ers’ grain wagong to obtain an aver- 
uge sample, : 

The plots were reviewed carefully 
by Dr. L. H. Newman, Ottawa, do- 
minion cerealist, who is on a tour of 
the west. He was assisted by F. H. 
Reed, manager of the experimental 
farm and by G. B. DeLong, assistant- 
ant superintendent. 

The grain companies co-operating in 
the test were Searle’Grain Company, 
Midland and Pacific Grain Conpora- 
tion and the National Grain company. 

Each plot consisting of one district 
represented by 20 farmers was judg- 
ed on the basis of “A” for an almost 
perfect sample of wheat, "B” for a 
good sample of wheat with few out- 
side varieties of grain and “‘C” for a 
fairly mixed and un-unjform sample, 
Dr. Newman explained, 

The latter would be unsuitable seed 
grain and farmers should seek fresh 
wheat for seeding again, the agricult- 
uralist warned. While the “A” class 
‘for seeding for one or two years 
was advisable, the “B" might be used 
for seeding for one or two years but 
would, in a few years, become ~ in- 
vreasingly less pure in strain, 

Of the 13 districts represented 
which cxtended over an area of 40 
miles north and the same _ distance 
west of Lacombe and 20 miles south, 
4.2 per cent was Marquis wneat, 57.3 
per. cem. was Garnet; 15.6 per cent.

If he can be a beast, he can 
also be like those gentlemen who stood on the déck of the doomed “Titantic’, 
singing in the face of death. As Byron said, he is ‘half dust, half‘deity’.” 

For many years, almost a century in fact, it has been an accepted idea 
in all democratically governed countries that education was the royal road 
to sweetness and light. Practically no one questioned it. Laws were en- 
acted making education compulsory, and more and more money was chéer- 
fully poured into the providing-ef free education for all children, always in 
the belief that when people are educated, a golden age would dawn. People 
in all our so-called civilized countries are now fairly well educated, in the 
accepted meaning of that term, but the golden age has not arrived. Ap- 
parently, good and splendid as it undoubtedly is, education in itself is not 
the miracle-worker it was supposed to be. And the trouble is that we have 
confused book-learnihg with education, and have set suth store on knowl- 
edge of facts that we have forgotten about character. 

With many sincere people the tendency now is to rely on legislation to 
accomplish all the reforms which religion and education have failed to 
bring about in our human relationships. Even some clergymen apparently 
believe that both education and the church have failed to develop human 
character and thus eradicate selfishness, meanness and dishonesty, but that 
where these powerful agencies have failed, parliaments and legislatures can 
succeed through the enactment and enforcement of man-made laws and gov- 
ernmental administration of purely man-made social and economic systems. 
This is a wholly false conception, and if our schools, colleges and churches 
should ever act upon it they would learn when too late how serious a mis- 
take they had made. 

Recognizing the truth of Byron's observation that man is half dust, 
half deity, the function of the church and of all forms of religion is to cul- 
tivate and develop the deity in man and thus seek to overcome the selfish- 
ness and meanness inherent in human nature, to inculcate the true prin- 
ciples of life and living, to teach the beauty, the joy, the happiness of true 
Christian living; in a word, to build up character. 2 

And the function of schools and teachers supported as they are by the 
State is the counterpart of the church. It is not merely to impart knowl- 
edge but to so train the human intellect and develop man’s reasoning powers 
as to enable him to think clearly, choose wisely, act with discernment and 
discretion and thereby attain to a full realization not only of his own rights 
and privileges but to a full appreciation of the rights and privileges of his 
fellow men, and of his own obligations to society as a whole; in a word to 
live as an intelligent, informed man of character should live. 

Parliaments and legislatures have ‘large and important duties to dis- 
charge, but under our democratic systems: these legislative and administra- 
tive bodies will be, as they are intended to be, but a reflection of the. views 
and opinions of the people as a whole. Thus churches and schools through 
the discharge of their accepted functions by raising the standard of intelli- 
gence and in the development of character, thus building up personal char- 
acter and higher standards in thought and living, will beneficially affect all 
legislation and all administration. Much more of a permanently beneficial 
character can be effected in this way than by the definite commitment of 
churches and schools to any particular set of political policies, social re- 
forms, or economic systems in a rapidly changing world. 

If the people themselves are right, if they are men and women of char- 
acter and conviction, if they are educated and intelligent, unselfish, honest 
and God-fearing, parliaments and legislatures, and the acts of these bodies, 
will be a reflection of their views. and convictions, But if the people of any 
nation are not of this type, neither will their governments be, and all the 
Propaganda of churches and schools will not make them so. 

If we would improve our institutions and systems and governments, we 
must bring about a steady improvement in people themselves, and in the 
bringing about of such improvement lies the first and paramount duty of 
our churches and educational institutions.

Proposed Air Route Would Find 
Favor With Aviators 

The polar regions may soon be- 
come as familiar to British airmen as 
the Irish Sea or the Channel are to 
British seamen.

Besides, though the length 
of this route from England to New 
York is 4,500 miles, and therefore 
greater than the direct route, a great 
advantage lies in the fact that it 
can be divided into 600-mile stages.

Takes Fifty Inch Picture 


Frame Of Giant Camera Looks Like 
Railway Bridge 

The world’s largest camera for 
making precision photographs, weigh- 
ing 14 tons and with a dark room 
built’ inside to. develop pictures, has 
been placed in operation by the 
United States coast and geodetic sur- 
vey. 

The camera, designed for repro- 


and airway maps, “snaps” pictures 50 
inches square. It is 31 feet long, fills 
an entire room in the basement of 
the Commeree Department building, 
and photographs charts with an 
error of less.than the thickness of a 
cigarette paper—1,000th of an inch. 

The frame of the giant camera 
resembles a railroad bridge, for it is 
built of 27-inch steel “I” beams, and 
is suspended on three groups of 
chains from girders that rest directly 
on the building’s foundations. This 
protects the camera from horizontal 
vibrations of the building and cork 
pads guard against vertical move- 
ments, both of which might inter- 
fere with the-high precision of the 
photographs. 

The camera will make it possible 
to produce more up-to-date charts 
essential for safety of ships and 
planes at greater speed. and less cost 
than ever before, the coast survey 
said.

firearms must also report to the 
police each time a revolver is brought 
to them for attention. :

Ancient Reptile 

Sinuous Creature Which Flapped 
About Prehistoric Ocean — 

Officials of the National museum at 
Ottawa say the two mosasaur speci- 
mens unearthed at Morden, Man., by 
Dominion geologists, were the first 
complete skeletons of the 60,110,000,- 
year-old reptiles ever found in Can- 
ada. Scattered bones were found in 
Alberta three or four years ago but 
no complete specimen. 

J. M. Steinberg, Dominion govern- 
ment geologist, who has unearthed 
many dinosaur skeletons in Western 
Canada will ship the fossilized bones 
to Ottawa where they will be mount- 
ed for display in the museum. -A 25- 
feet specimen has been on display 
at Ottawa for some years but it was 
found in the United States.

Natural Weed Choker 


Weeds Cannot Thitve Where Crested 
‘Wheat Grass Is Sown 


As fully. explained in the House of 
Commons recently by the Hon. Rob- 
ert Weir, Dominion ‘minister of agri- 
culture, erested wheat grass is well 
adapted for pasturing |v virtue of its 
remarkable ability .  w'thstand 
close grazing and severe tram:nng. It 
is a particularly suitable crop for 
feed production on the dry land areas 
of Western Canada oy account of its 
adaptation to dry conditions, its win- 
ter hardiness, and its ability to com- 
pete successfully with plants of other 
‘species. Seeing is believing, and an 
abandoned field’in the vicinity-of. the 
Dominion Range Experiment Station 
at Manyberries, Alberta, was seeded 
to thie grass and was closely grazed 
from early spring until ‘ate fall for 
five continuous years without appar- 
ent injury to the grass cover. ‘The 
soil was heavily infested with weed 
seeds, chiefly Russian thistle and 
mustard, yet the grass took posses- 
sion to the almost complete exclusion 
of the weeds. Owing to its exten- 
sive root system which takes up all 
the moisture, weeds cannot grow in 
competition with it. All the latest 
information about crested wheat 
grass is contained in a pamphlet just 
issued by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture,

Mounted Police Veteran 


James Dawson Of Red Deer Recalls 

One of the new surviving gt oa | 
of the North West Mounted Police 
who date their enlistment in the 
famous force of riders of the plains 
prior to the opening of the North 
West rebellion, is James Dawson. 
Mr. Dawson is spending his declin- 
ing days at Red Deer. 

Although nearing 77, he still has 
an upright military bearing, keen 
though kindly eyes and an alert 
mind, He can recall many stirring 
times when history was in the mak- 
ing and he played his humble part 
along the lonely frontiers. 

A trip which stands out in his 
memory among the events of the 
rebellion of 1885, is that in which 
40 of the police rode from Regina to 
Prince Albert in March of that year 
over an unbroken trail, snow one 
foot deep and the thermometer 30 
beléw. Fuel was scarce along the 
trail and. they met several bands of 
hostile Indians. 

A distressed look comes into his 
eyes when he tells of the hanging of 
Poundmaker and seven other Indians, 
following the rebellion. These were 
made to pay the supreme penalty in 
order that the Indians might be made 
to realize once and for all, that the 
laws of the “Great White Mother” 
(Queen Victoria) must be obeyed. 

As the seven Indians were led to 
the -gallows, one of them, “Little 
Stoney,” requested that he be’ per- 
mitted to wear his moccasins in the 
belief that “the sand was very hot 
in the happy hunting ground.” 

Reticent about discussing his own 
part, he admits he was in three active 
engagements, and is. very generous 
in praise of his officers, Generals 
Strange and Steel, and Colonel 
Herchmer, and his comrades, Fred 
Bagley, Lowesby and others. In 
1902 he was given the medal for 
those who saw active service in the 
rebellion, although no soldier’s pen- 
sion has been extended to him. 

At the reunion of the R.N.W.M.P. 
veterans in Calgary in 1927 only 10 
of the old guard of 1882 could be 
located but they hada happy time 
exchanging reminiscences of bygone 
days of the pioneer force in whose 
ranks he served 15 years. 


Summer Care Of Eggs 


Must Be Kept Cool And Marketed 
Often As Possible 

Eggs must have special attention 
in summer time, and extra precau- 
tions must be taken to keep them 
cool. A wire or wooden basket that 
permits a free circulation of air is 
ideal for gathering eggs, and they 
should remain in the basket until 
they are cool before placing in the 
egg case. A clean cellar is the best 
place to keep them before they cre 
marketed, which should be done as 
often as possible. Marketing twice a 
week during the summer is not too 
often. 

Tests show that thigh temperatures 
are very harmful to the fresh egg, in 
addition to hastening evaporation, if 
the egg is fertile. Incubation starts 
at around 70 degrees and if allowed 
to progress long enough, the egg be- 
comes unfit for food. The eggs should 
be gathered two to three times a day, 
or as often as possible. Removing 
all broody hens to the broody coop 
as soon as they are noticed keeps the 
hens from setting on the fresh eggs, 
and is the best way to get them back 
to laying.

At Torontes 
ill House Giant ‘Telescope, 


Largest In The British sh Empire 


. Mr. Pierce spent ten years in the) 


organizations | 
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In the near future; Canada will 
have the largest telescope in the Bri- 
tish Empire, and one of the 
modern observatories in the world. 
The observatory proper will be locat- 
ed at Richmond Hill, north of: Tors 
onto, in a 177-acre park. 

This plant with its up-to-date ma- 
chinery and giant telescope, is ex- 
pected to reveal to Canadian astrono- 
mers many new secrets of the stars. 
Constructed and equipped under the 
supervision of Prof. C.. A. Chant, 
head of the astronomy department of 
the University of Toronto, the ob- 
servatory will shortly be ready for ° 
use. It will then be turtied over to 
the university by Mra, D. A. Dunlap, 
the donor, as a memorial to her late 
husband, a prominent mining man. 

The dome and building are now 
practically completed, and part of the 
telescope is being set in position. A 
large English telescope works has 
been finishing the main reflector for 
some months. This, too, will be in 
place shortly. 

Inside a huge steel dome will be 
located the telescope with a 74-inch 
reflector, the entire assembly weigh- 
ing around 50 tons. The steel dome 
is 61 feet in diameter, with a parallel 
opening 15 feet wide. The moving 
shutters, running.on rails at the top 
and bottom of the dome, close the 
opening, and are operated simultane- 
ously by means of wire ropes con- 
nected to a motor gear. An emer- 
gency hand: gear is also provided. 
Two motor-operated wind screens of 
sail cloth are mounted in the opening, 
one rising from the bottom, the other 
descending from the top. 

The dome, which weighs about 80 
tons, is carried on 24 canted rollers 
of 27-inch diameter, mounted in ball 
bearings and running on a rail. Six- 
teen pairs of lateral roller bearings 
on the inner and outer edge of the 
rail keep the dome in position. Two 
segmental platforms, the lower one 
at the base of the opening and the 
upper one at the back 15 feet higher, 
are fixcd inside the dome. Rails.are 
mounted on the parallel straight 
edges on which runs a_ bridge five 
feet six inches wide and dividedinto 
two portions, the right hand side 
forming a. stairway, the left being a 
track on which a truck carrying the 
Newtonian observing platform runs. 

‘The centre section of the-telescope 
tube itself is a steel casting seven 
feet in diameter and weighing 51% 
tons.

Idea Sounds Fantastic 


German Technician Suggests 

Islands As Aeroplane Stations 

Oceanic aeroplane landing isles and 
dams made from ice is the sugges- 
tion of a German technician, Dr. 
Gerke,’ who believes both feasible 
through utilizing gigantic artificial 
refrigeration systems. 

Dr. Gerke’s plan would send three 

ships equipped with this huge freez-

Sketches accompanying Dr, Gerke's 
project show huge ice islands with 
aeroplane and zeppelin hangars, a 
huge hotel landing space and a har- 
bor for trans-Atlantic liners built on 
this huge artificial island. 
| As soon as one island had been 
completed the three ships could be 
|pent to another spot and the work 
began again. In time, the doctor 
believes, a chain of these artificial 
islands might be built across the 
locean to simplify trans-Atlantic air 
|travel and make it safer,

Soluble in the water which comes up 
to the green leaf through the roots 
and stem from the soil. Chlorophyll, 
the green coloring matter in plant 
leaves, plays an important part in 
this manufacturing process. Sun- 
light, too, is employed, furnishing 
the energy which converts the raw 
materials into compounds such as 
starch and cellulose, The presence of 
chlorophyll is always necessary to 
the process, which is known to scien- 
tists as photosynthesis, coming from 
the Greek word meaning ‘to build up 
by means of light.” 

Directly or indirectly all life is de- 
pendent on these minute plant fac- 
‘tories. Here the plant produces its 
own food, and from the factory this 
food is sent to other parts of the 
plant for storage. Animals live on 
plants, and man in turn’ requires the 
meat of animals in his diet, thus 
closely associating man’s existence 
with the stores of food which are 
built up through the process of 
photosynthesis. Further, we are de- 
pendent on it for wood, coal and oil. 
On these in turn depend steam 
power, motor transportation and 
other important factors in our civil- 
ization. 

For many years scientists have at- 
tempted to duplicate in the labora- 
tory this process which is carried on 
in the green leaf, but as yet attempts 
to do so on a practical scale have 
met with failyre.

CHOCOLATE ICE BOX CAKE 


4 squares unsweetened chocolate 
% cup sugar 
Dash of salt 
% cup hot water 
4 egg yolks 
1 teaspoon vanilla

It was shown that after remain- 
ing in a high altitude for some time 
the blood count required approxi- 
mately twenty days to become 
normal. 

Dr. Baldwin says this indicated the 
life ofthe red corpuscle was ap- 
proximately twenty days.

Artist Would Not Give Up Govern- 
ment Job In Greenland 

Emanuel Peterson, who was com- 
missioned by the Danish government 
to paint pictures of Greenland, has 
just returned to London. He lived in- 
side the Arctic circle painting the pic- 
tures with his thumbs. Brushes 
would not work. 

During that time he nearly died of 
scurvy, drifted for four days with- 
out food on floating ice, when alone 
and unarmed encountered a polar 
bear, and.saw his baby daughter 
rushed to the verge of death by a 
runaway team.

Exhibit For Museum 
Australian Dilly Bag Corresponds To 
White Woman’s Vanity Bag 

An exhibit has just found its way 
into the museum at Melbourne—the 
“dilly bag’. of a black woman of the 
East Alligator River, in the northern 
territory of Australia. It is the 
equivalent of the white woman's 
vanity bag. 

The bag looks something like a 
closely woven onion bag but it is 
made of grass stalks instead of 
string. Around it are displayed and 
labelled the contents as-carried about 
by the average woman of the Kakodu 
tribe. , 

Like any other woman she has her 
powder and her paint—white pipe 
clay and red ochre for pa‘rting the 
body. She has even some locks of 
hair, black and woolly ,and probably 
her own. ‘ 

Here and there among relicy of 
meals are fresh water mussel shells, 
a stone for pounding them open, part 
of lily root, used for food, an orna- 
ment of kangaroo teeth, a fragment 
of plaited split cane, a small lump of 
beeswax and a mass of wool from 
the cotton trees.

Finest Organ In World 


Has Been Rebuilt For Albert Hall 
In London 

It is claimed for the organ which 
has now been rebuilt for the Albert 
Hall, London, that it is the finest of 
its class in the world. The rebuild- 
ing of the old instrument, begun 
eleven years ago, has been carried 
out on the most lavish scale, The 
weight of the instrument is nearly 
175 tons, and it occupies 65,000 cubic 
feet of space. There are 176 draw- 
stops, 10,491 speaking pipes and four 
keyboards. Two electric motors, one 
of 10 h.p. and one of 5 h.p. drive the 
blowers which supply wind up to 10- 
inch pressure. Two 8 h.p. motors 
drive the rotary compressors which 
supply wind up to 30-inch pressure. 
Eighty miles of electrie cable is used 
in connection with the blowing ap- 
paratus, It will cost £200 a year to 
keep the organ tuned.

An appeal for $20,000 to build a. 
“Mesopotamian Memorial Church” 
in Baghdad is signed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Sir Francis 
Humphrys, British ambassador in 
Baghdad, and others. 

The building which has been used 
as a church since 1921 was originally 
a Turkish guardhouse, and. will 
shortly have to be demolished owing 
to town-planning developments, and 
the construction of a steel bridge 
across the River Tigris. The British 
community in Baghdad, numbering 
some 400, is anxious for a permanent 
church, and g site has been acquired. 

It is suggested the new church 
should be builtsas a memorial to the 
41,115 British lives sacrificed in 
Mesopotamia during the war, and to 
those killed: in Iraq. The building 
would include a memorial shrine con- 
taining a book inscribed with the 
names of those British men and 
women who gave their lives on 
Mesopotamian soil, 


New Treatment For Arthritis 


Paraffin, Bath Makes Application Of 
Greater Heat Possible 

Bathing rheumatic joints in hot 
paraffin is a valuable means Of treat~- 
ing these conditions in: arthritic pa- 
tients, Dr. Bernard Langdon Wyatt, 
of Tuscon, Arizona, has reported to 
the American Congress of Physical 
Therapy. 

The paraffin bath enables the 
physician .to apply greater heat to 
the pained joints than is possible 
with solutions, packs, foments, oils 
or radiant heat, Dr. Wyatt explain- 
ed. The reason seems to be that a 
tiny insulating space forms between 
the patient's skin and the inner layer 
of the paraffin coating. The insulat- 
ing space helps the patient to endure 
very high temperatures. The high 
temperature causes an increased sup- 
ply of bleod to the affected part, 
which relieves the pain and stiffness 
and enables the patient to move his 
joints more freely. 


Tips Are Forbidden 
No tipping rule has been put into 
effect at the Mohammedan Mosque in 
Paris. It is the first religious edifice 
there to put into effect a no tipping 
regulation. In any other house of 
worship, if you so desire, you can 


tip your guide, but this positively is 
forbidden at the mosque, and if you 
offer money it will be refused. An 
entrance fee of five francs is charged 
to get into the mosque, and the 
money is devoted to charity. The 
guides receive daily wages for show- 
ing visitors about.

Learning Old Time Arts 


Women's Institute Reports Crafts 
Fostered By Family Needs 

Work of Women’s Institutes in 
Manitoba recently. brought to light 
shows that need of things and lack 
of money to buy them created the at- 
mosphere that fostered handicraft. 
“Women have made soap, vinegar, 
they have learned to cure and can 
meat and dry vegetables; they are 
spinning, knitting, sewing and mak- 
ing rugs and comforters. The men 
are making furniture, furnaces, and 
even spinning-wheels and looms.” 

The institutes have ‘always been 
very responsive to community needs. 
This is what they have done: 53 have 
maintained libraries, 23 operate rest 
rooms, 19 own or help to maintain 
the community hall, 24 help to sup- 
port the skating rink, 20 assist their 
local hospitals, 12 organized or 
assisted in clinics, 52 have done work 
for school children, 61 remembered 
the sick, 21 improved lonely rural 
cemeteries, 24 tried to influence pub- 
lic opinion, 71 raised money for the 
cancer research fund, $917.54 in all. 

For schools institutes have provid- 
ed hot lunches, donated prizes and 
equipment, given libraries and at- 
tended school meetings. 

The things they are trying to in- 
fluence public opinion on include: 
Municipal doctors, dental - clinics, 
diphtheria immunization, public 
health nurses, T.B. testing of cows, 
production and preservation of food, 
courses in home-making, drama fes- 
tivals and better international un- 
derstanding.

During the last twenty years there 
have been very considerable strides 
in our knowledge of Idécal dnaes- 
thetics—in the science of inducing an 
anaesthesia, that is to say, sufficient 
for major operations without the 
necessity of administering a general 
anaesthetic, It has been found, for 
instance, that by injecting a suitable 
solution of some anaesthetic drug 
into the sheath of the spinal cord the 
roots of both entering and departing 
nerves—sensory and motor respec- 
tively—can be sufficiently affected 
to produce an entire loss of relaxa- 
tion, over the whole area of the body 
below the point of injection. For 
operations below the waist this has 
been a development of wide applica- 
tion. It has enabled these to be car- 
ried out upon persons suffering from 
diseased hearts or lungs, in which 
the administration of a general an- 
aesthetic would have been attended 
with the gravest danger, even if it 
had been justifiable at all.

Prove Theory False 
French Savant Says Einstein’s Theory 
Of Relativity Unsound 

Professor Emmanuel Carvallo, the 
French savant, created a stir in 
scientific circles with the announce- 
ment Prof. Albert Einstein’s theory 
of relativity has definitely been 
proved false. 

The WHinstein theory, said Prof. 
Carvallo in an article in the’ Revue 
Scientifique, is based on Prof. Michel- 
son’s principle of the invariance of 
the speed of light, a principle the 
French professor does not believe to 
be established. 

In his article the professor claims 
this principle has been proved non- 
existent by 200,000 experiments made 
in the United States by Michelson’s 
pupil, Miller, and by others made in- 
dependently by Ernest Esclangon, 
director of the Paris observatory. 


New Type Of Machine 


Dragonfly ’Plane Is Entirely Dip And 
Crash Proof 

A new and revolutionary type of 
flying machine, the “Dragonfiy’’ aero- 
plane, claimed by the inventor to be 
the aeronautic sensation of the cen- 
tury, has been constructed by the 
Austrian aviation expert, Ramund 
Nimfuehr. i 

This flying machine is not depend- 
ent upon a screw or propeller, but 
its flight is rather similar to that 
of the dragonfly, or the humming 
bird.

Was For Glass 

Zadruga in Serbian means 9g big 
family where brothers and cousins 
have not divided the family property, 
but lead a community life, under the 
leadership usually of the oldest mem- 
ber of the family. These zadrugas 
are rapidly disappearing in modern 
times, but there are still some left. 

The members of one such zadruga 
have recently performed a,feat which 
has spread their fame all over Yugo- 
slavia. They have built a house 
which has cost them (excepting the 
cost of their own labor) only 16 
cents in American money. This is 
the zadruga of the family of Kujung- 
jitch in the village of Leova Brda, 
near Fotcha, Herzegovina. 

As the original house of this 
zadruga was too small for all the 
members of the family, it was decid- 
ed to build a new house. As funds 
were short, they decided to build 
everything themselves. Using the 
stone from their own quarry, they 
made the slabs, then they cut the 
necessary wood. Lime which they 
themselves had made was,used. The 
house was covered with wooden 
planks and wooden pegs were used, 
which also they made themselves. 
Their only cash outlay was made 
when they bought glass for the win- 
dows, and that cost them eight din- 
ars, or 16 cents. 


Huge Birthday Cake 


Baked For Centenary Of Australian 

Cities And Held 100 Sovereigns 

A great birthday cake was made 
and baked to mark the centenary of 
Victoria and the capital city of Mel- 
bourne, Australia. Into it went ten 
tons of the finest products of the 
state of Victoria, including these 
items: four and one-half tons fruit; 
three-quarters ton almonds, one and 
one-half tons butter, one and one-half 
tons flour, and 36,000 eggs. 

Early in the celebrations the cake 
was cut into a quarter of a million 
pieces, each one and one-half ounces, 
which were sold at a nominal price 
in sealed boxes. One hundred spe- 
cially minted golden sovereigns were 
placed in the cake, and every buyer 
had a chance of winning a rare coin 
estimated to be worth $500 as a 
souvenir after the celebration. Near 
the heart of the city Birthday Cake 
building was erected, a replica of the 
cake itself, 50 feet high and 300 feet 
in circumference, surmounted by 100 
candles, .

World's Largest Statue Of Christ 
Dedicated Near Denver 

The world’s largest statue of 
Christ, overlooking: the Santa Maria 
camp for children in South Platte 
canyon, 54 miles. southwest of Den- 
ver, Colorado, .was formally dedi- 
cated recently with impressive cere- 
monies attended by high es of 
the Catholic church. 

Dedicated prayers were said by 
The Most Rev. Urban J. Vehr, bishop 
of the Denver Catholic diocese. A 
choir of 100 male voices directed by 
Monsignor Joseph Bosetti, took part 
in the ceremonies, 

The huge terra cotta figure, repre- 
senting a year’s work on the part of

The statue was first molded life 
size in clay, famous religious pic- 
tures being used for models. Molds 
were taken from the clay figure.

Another Soviet Experiment 


Spring Wheat Has Been Planted 


' Within Arctic Circle 
Spring sowing has been completed 
ortherly wheat 
region 


It is the Yakutia region, in the 
vast, cold plains of northeastern 
Siberia, populated, ten years ago, by 
wandering hunters and. fishermen, 
but now the scene of the Soviet’s 


.principal experiments in Arctic farm- 


ing. 

More than: 188,000 acres of spring 
wheat has been planted there this 
year, in addition to 20,000 acres of 
winter grain, the first winter wheat 
crop so far attempted. 

Yakutia boasts the coldest winters 
in the world, but the summers are 
hot and the days nearly twenty-two 
hours long. Basing the experiment 
on the calculation that the Average 
monthly summer temperature there 
is 57 degrees Fahrenheit as compared 
with only 48 degrees in the Nor- 
wegian grain regions, the Soviet put 
down a first experimental sowing of 
67,000 acres of wheat in 1922. 

In 1981 the planted area had in- 
creased to 188,000 acres; This year 
the acreage has again béen increased 
and the grain sown earlier. 

Wheat and barley are grown in 
Norway as far north as 70 degrees 
N. Lat., and in Canada up to the edge 
of the Arctic circle. Part of Yaku- 
tia, in the Kolima river valley, is 
within the circle itself. Besides grain, 
potatoes are grown there success- 
fully. 


Testing Radium 


Sample From Great Bear Lake To 
Be Tested In United States 

Miss C. L. Torrey, who tests high- 
ly dangerous radium at the bureau 
of standards at Washington} might 
be nominated as _— priestess of 
nonchalance. 

Without a tremor, if’ the past 12. 
years, she has weighed, measured 
and tested 70 grams of radium, 
worth $5,000,000. 

Miss Torrey’s next task’ is to test 
more than a gram of radium that 
will be flown down from the Arctic 
circle—from Canada’s Great Bear 
lake. 

To say that practically all the 
radium used in the United States 
passed through Miss’ Torrey’s hands 
would be true in one sense, but in- 
correct in another. 

She “handles” it all, but at a safe 
distance from its rays. All her ap- 
paratus is specially built to keep the 
worker away from what she’s work- 
ing with. 

Even the lead-encased glass vials 
holding the radium that serve as 
standards are handled with tweezers. 
And the 10-ton safe in which the 
radium is kept is constructed with a 
six-inch thickness of lead in the walls 
to keep the rays in:
